FOREWORD 


To  one  of  tho  few  left  of  a  generation  which  will 
soon  have  followed  in  tho  footsteps  of  tho  generations 
gona  before,  the  gathering  together  of  the  facte  in  this 
volume  has  given  much  of  pleasure  and  some  sadness. 

The  friendships  made  by  latter  in  some  cnueB  have 
boon  inspiring,  and  I  am  sure  will  be  lasting.  Personal 
contents  with  some  of  the  descendants  of  those  whom  1 
knew  many  years  ago,  likewise  have  increased  my  family 
loyalty  and  admiration  for  their  ancestors  including  the 
subjecte  primarily  of  this  reoord,  my  grandparents. 

It  has  been  possible  to  read  much  of  the  history 
of  the  lives  of  those  whose  names  appear  in  these  pages, 
from  the  bare  foots,  to  realize  something  of  their  etrug' 
gles,  heartaches  and  successes,  to  see  how  in  some  oases 
the  disappointments  and  trials  of  life  have  finally 
brought  euccess  and  happiness.  Likewise,  there  has  been 
pleasure  and  the  awakening  of  new  hopes  beoauae  of  the 
good  cheer  and  youthful  ambitions  ofl  the  younger  folks 
of  the  family,  preparing  themselves  for  the  future  in 
their  school  work  and  pressing  forward  with  the  Baae  en¬ 
ergy  that  we  older  ones  knew  in  our  earlier  days. 

It  has  been  tho  aim  to  furnish  as  near  a  oompleta 
record  as  possible  of  all  the  descendants  of  John  and 
Keturah  i.iuine  Whitlock,  and  to  give  those  now  living, 
and  through  thie  reoord  to  those  yet  to  come,  a  glimpse 


of  their  high  character  and  tha  indomitable  purpose 
whioh  led  them  into  the  wildorneeo  more  than  a  hundred 
years  ago,  to  found  a  home  and  bring  up  a  family  of 
real  oharacter  and  worth  to  the  ne-'  community.  This 
history  is  designed  Jto  serve  as  a  basis  for  a  continu¬ 
ing  family  reoord  fr.n  the  birth  of  Janes  Jhltlock,  John's 
fathsr,  in  1762  ar.i  that  of  nary  Adams  Golden  Whitlock, 
the  wife  of  jamas,  in  1753*  to  the  ond  of  the  year  1937* 
it  being  impossible  to  keep  the  record  perfect  up  to  this 
or  any  other  particular  date. 

The  sixth  generation  from  John  and  Keturah  'Jhltlock, 
now  entering  upon  life's  stage  one  by  one,  will  reach 
beyond  the  year  2,000  as  they  approach  my  age.  My  grand¬ 
father  and  myself  have  already  spanned  more  than  one 
hundred  and  forty  years.

If  your  name  begins  under  figure  2  you  are  a  second  cousin 
ti  those  in  other  branches  whose  names  begin  under  that  number, 
with  exceptions  named  above,  second  cousin  "once  removed  as  the 
law  bookB  say,  to  those  whose  names  begin  undor  figure  1,  third 
couoins"tace  removed"  of  those  whose  names  begin  under  figure 
3,  etc.  Those  whoso  names  begin  under  figure  5  are  fifth  cousins 
with  exceptions  indicated  as  to  other  numbers. 

Underscored  initial  letters  indicate  direct  descendants  of 
John  and  Keturah. 

Svery  possible  effort  has  taon  made  to  get  the  correot  dates 
of  births  and  deatha  and  roarriagesj  and  when  there  has  been  a 
Conflict  of  dates  from  different  sources,  the  ona  that  appeared 
to  be  most  reliable  has  been  chosen,  the  family  Bible  being  taken 
as  most  authoritative  when  it  could  be  located.  Many  dates  were 
obtained  from  gravestones  and  sorao  from  public  records. 

The  latest  known  residence(1937)  is  given  following  the  name 
generally,  in  tha  hope  that  you  may  renew  the  acquaintance*  of 
those  whom  you  nay  have  "lost  awhile"  from  the  circle  of  your 
friends.  It  is  hoped,  too,  that  you  will  meet  personally  or  by 
correspondence,  some  of  your  near  relatives  that  you  have  **** 
never  known  and  that  as  you  make  your  vacation  tours  or  other¬ 
wise  you  will  go  a  little  out  of  your  way  if  necessary,  to  meet 
some  of  them  in  person,  so  that  the  wholesome  spirit  of  family 
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love  and  affection  that  existed  fifty  to  eeventy-flvo 
years  ago  when  all  lived  within  a  few  miles  of  the  old 
homestead,  may  be  revived. 

It  is  also  hoped  that  with  tha  revival  of  family 
spirit  the  burial  ground  in  which  lie  the  remains  of  John 
and  Keturah  and  other  members  of  the  family,  which  was 
donated  by  grandfather  John  shortly  after  their  settle¬ 
ment  on  the  old  homestead  north  of  the  Little  Vermillion 
Rivar,  may  be  redeemed  from  the  burs  and  weeds  and  brush 
which  now  fill  it  year  after  year,  and  become  a  shrine 
decently  fenced  and  kept,  with  tho  graves  of  our  common 
ancestors  properly  and  permanently  protected  and  grave¬ 
stones  permanently  sat. 

I  feel  a  personal  pride  in  the  task  now  being  com¬ 
pleted  and  want  to  express  my  appreciation  of  tha  assist¬ 
ance  given  in  tho  prompt  replies  to  my  inquiries.  Among 
those  who  have  given  splendid  al&  are  liary  "lisa  Fauley, 
Hardy  H.  'Jhitlock,  Bettis  Campbell  Lucas,  Mary  Baldwin 
a8ilock,  Ursula  Mendenhall  Campbell,  Olive  Mendenhall 
Peed  and  many  others.  I  wish  especially  to  mention  Mary 
Baldwin  Rutherford  who  passed  away  on  February  7,  193^  as 
the  result  of  a  fall,  at  the  advanced  age  of  eighty-five 
years,  who  wrote  me  several  letter*  in  four  or  five  months 
preceding  her  death,  in  one  of  which  she  enclosed  Five 
Dollars  for  a  copy  of  the  record.

discussion  In  more  recent  times  as  to  its  origin.  Whether  it  originally  Dignified  in  .English  or  .uiglo  Jaxon, 

one  with  whlto',lockeo'*  to  use  the  old  spalling,  seems  aa  yet  Tory  much  unsettled. 

one  genealogist  oaya  tho  nano  is  "distinctively  CngliBh  and  has  a  derivation  from  the  Scandinavian 

deity  L’ock  whose  title  enters  into  many  family  names  ouch  as  Lockhart,  Whitlock,  iilacklock,  etc." 

Another  says  the  name  "la  aaid  by  some  authorities  to  have  been  derived  from  tno  Dutch  personal  name 
itlock,  meaning* a  courageous  swordsman. *  *  Others  suggest  that  the  first  to  be  designated  by  this  nrur.o 
resiled  at  a  shite  lake,  othors  that  it  had  reference  to  the  color  of  the  hair.  In  the  formative  days 
of  the  English  language,  the  spoiling  of  names  like  that  of  other  words,  was  ae  various  ne  the  ideas  of 
tho  sp8llorB  as  to  how  to  exprens  tho  sound  desired.  3o  thie  noma  is  found  in  many  forms  ouch  ns  itlok, 

•  ltlao,  v.itloc,  .Vhitloo,  Whitlok,  hitlac,  ".ytelock,  hytelock,  iiytelak,  liitlooke,  .hitolock  and  jftiitlock 
as  -sell  as  othere  too  numerous  to  mention.  Whitlock  is  the  form  most  oosrmonly  used  in  America  today. 

Apparently  the  Whitlocks,  in  whatever  way  they  or  their  contemporaries  spelled  their  nano,  were  not 
nonentities  in  their  various  tinea  and  places.  They  had  enough  self-assertion  so  that  their  neighbors  know 
they  were  present.  While  there  ooemo  little  of  history  to  speak  of  their  prominence  in  world  affairs  of  af¬ 
fairs  of  state,  and  few  if  any,  might  have  boon  described  as  "captains  of  industry"  in  thair  respective 
fields,  generally  they  seem  to  Slave  been  men  of  diotlnot  personality  oho  stood  for  principles,  law  abiding, 
and  in  general  interested  in  tho  higher  things  of  life  without  seeking  for  prominence  among  their  fellows. 

In  general  they  seem  not  to  have  had  nuoh  of  tho  modern  idea  of  “soiling  one's  self,"  but  preferred  to  do 
what  they  thought  best  and  let  the  rest  of  the  world  think  what  it  wished.

A 
oopy  of  a  letter  which  aopearo  In  this  volume,  written  by 
1111am  Golden  In  1826.  to  his  mother  vary  Harriet “marry 
harris"  as  ho  -wrote  it)  confirms  thiB  third  marriage.  The 
James  ..hitlook  addressed  in  that  letter  as  “brother"  was  the 
oldest  living  son  of  James  (born  1762)  and  vary,  who  re¬ 
mained  in  Grainger  County,  Tonr.oooee  when  his  younger  broth¬ 
ers  Thomas  and  Jolm  migrated  to  Illinois  in  1828  and  I83O. 

.  illian  Golden  had  located  in  Vermilion  County,  Illinois 
In  1824,  having  sold  100  acres  of  land  that  year,  in  Jeffer¬ 
son  County,  Tennessae,  for  £480.00.  The  following  year  he 
sold  200  aoroa  in  the  same  county  for  4IOOO.OO,  presumably 
the  oane  200  acres  ha  had  bought  from  James  Haworth  in  1010 
for  £700.00. 

Anna  Golden,  according  to  Thomas  hitlock(b,Bov.  15,  1825) 
son  of  John,  bocano  the  wife  of  one  John  Thonpoon,  thoir 
ohildron  being  Gollon  Thompson,  v/llliaia  Thompson,  John 
Thompson  (father  of  Alox.)  and  Jamoo  Thompson,  30;  ,0  of  whom 
were  well  known  in  Vermilion  County,  Illinois. 


William  Golden's  wife  was  Hannah  Haworth,  daughter  of  Bichard 
Haworth,  whom  he  married  in  Tonnessoe. 

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  there  was  much  mingling 
of  the  Goldens,  Bhitlocko,  Haworths  and  Thompsons,  all  plo- 
noer  families  of  prominence  in  Vermilion  County,  Illinoia. 

Thomae  hiUock(oon  of  John)  alao  io  authority  for  tie  stato- 
raent  that  his  grandfather  Janos  (b.  17&2)  had  a  brother  Jaoob 
who  went  to  Ohio  as  a  young  man  and  was  never  afterwards 
hoard  frets. 

As  to  the  children  of  Jane3  hitlook  and  Kary  Golden  .hitlook, 
Hannah  married  a  Haworth,  their  children  being  Richard,  Jamea 
and  Dillon,  the  last  named  being  the  grandfathor  of  Allen  \! . 
Haworth  who  married  Alcy  Keturah  daughter  of  -  illian  and  I'a- 
linda  Golden  tfhitlook.

His  middle  name  may  Indicate 
tiiat  ho  was  the  namesake  of  Thomas  Gilford,  one  of  tho  re¬ 
ligious  martyrs  of  Virginia  under  the  rule  of  Oovorno r  Berko,

Thomas  and  Jolin  moved  to  Vermilion  County,  Ills.,  tho  former 
in  1828  and  the  latter  in  1830,  arriving  at  Yankee  Point  neigh¬ 
borhood  where  Gillian  Golden  lived,  November  19,  1830. 

August  17,  1837  James  conveyed  to  one  James  Gilson  for  $750*00 
128  aeree  of  iand  on  the  north  side  of  the  holston  River  in 
Grainger  County,  Tennessee,  possibly  a  portion  of  Ills  father's 
estate.  One  of  Ilia  sxxxx  grandsons,  Donald  7„  whitlock,  still 
resides  (1938)  on  what  is  said  to  be  a  part  of  tho  old  home¬ 
stead  of  his  groat  grandfather  James.  The  old  log  house  occu¬ 
pied  by  Janes,  Jr.,  la  standing  and  is  oooupiod  by  his  grand¬ 
son  Gilliam  Preston  Cameron  (in  1933).  He  stated  to  the  v<Tit- 
er  that  Janos  was  a  sucooaoful  business  man  and  a  “money  maker. 
Ha  and  perhaps  his  father  James,  Or.  are  buried  in  the  old 
hitlock  Cometary  on  tho  farm  nearby,  now  a  wildernosa  of  trees 
and  vines  whore  -V ill  inn  Cameron  says  four  hundred  people  have 
been  buried.  Only  a  limited  number  of  engraved  tombs  tones  have 
beer,  placed,  most  graves  being  marked  by  a  largo  flat  stone  at 


According  to  Thomas  ihitlock(son  of  John)  hl3  grcmdmo thor  lory 
Adams  Golden  was  descended  from  the  sans  family  that  gave  John 
Adams  and  John  Quincy  Adams  to  the  nation  as  presidents,  one  of 
her  bondsmen  as  oxecutrix  of  the  will  of  her  first  huoband  Jacob 
Golden,  was  Thomas  Adams.  Uncle  Tom  la  also  authority  for  the 
statement  that  the  "Whitlocks  migrated  from  Holland  to  this 
country  during  the  Revolution,"  which,  if  true,  probably  referred 
•  to  the  disturbances  in  Bngland  in  Cromwell's  time.  Possibly  tills 
particular  branch  migrated  first  to  Holland  and  later,  like 
many  others,  come  to  America  for  religious  freedom. 

Bulotrode  V.hitlock  was  a  prominent  number  of  Parliament 
during  those  stormy  tines  and  apparently  would  not  broak 
with  tho  established  church. 

Pfhl tlocks  seem  to  have  boon  widely  scattered  over  Vir¬ 
ginia  as  well  ao  colonies  farther  north  during  the 
eighteenth  contury,  there  being  many  families  in  Han¬ 
over,  Goochland,  Fairfax  and  intermediate  counties, 
later  spreading  west  to  Pittsylvania  etc.  0  hope  to 
trace  tho  origin  of  groat  grandfather  Janes  ..hillock 
who  marriod  La ry  Adams  Golden  of  Henry  County,  formerly  a 
part  of  Pittsylvania,  one  of  these  days.

In  1733  William  Quino  received  from  th©  Colony  of 
Uorth  Carolina  a  grunt  of  63I  acres  of  land  In 
Cassell  County  for  which  the  consideration  was 
fifty  shillings  for  each  ono  hundred  acroa.  Octo¬ 
ber  11,  1737  ha  defied  3C0  acres  to  Vila  brother 
Benjamin.  The  grant  was  located  on  Boon  Crook,  not 
far  from  the  prosant  highway  leading  from  Danville, 
Virginia  to  Yar.csyvillo,  Korth  Carolina. 


In  hla  will,  probated  in  Caswell  County  at  the 
Larch  Term,  1792,  uillian  left  hie  land  in  fee  sim¬ 
ple  to  hlo  four  aono  Jacob,  Uordeoal,  Henry  and  ..il- 
lisu3  after  a  Ufa  eatats  to  tho  widow  Horan.  (flee 
will  of  million  Quine).  rordioai,  then  of  Smith  County, 
Tennoasoa,  deeded  his  portloH  of  the  land  to  J&eob 
on  January  $0,  I806.  January  7,  10C7  Jacob  deeded 
to  Griffin  Gunn  I63&  acres,  evidently  hia  portion 
of  hi  a  father's  estate  pluo  the  oh-ure  ho  ted  bought 
from  Lorlicai. 

From  tho  will  of  Jilliaaj  (Quine  we  also  learn  the 
muses  of  hlo  two  daughters,  Elisabeth  who  ted  mar¬ 
ried  John  Stafford  and  Sarah,  her  mother's  namoonko, 
who  lator  married  11  liar.  '’Caaron*  or  probably  Came¬ 
ron  (liamed  in  the  will  of  Honry  Quina  in  l8l6). 


According  to  Thomas  Vhitlock(0on  of  John)  Jacob 
Quine  with  hiB  fraaily  migrated  to  Grainger  County, 
Tennoaooo  in  1814.  Koturah  carried  with  hor  to  Illi¬ 
nois  a  email  Bible  upon  two  blank  pages  of  which, 
widely  separated,  thero  ware  written  the  names  said 
dates  of  births  of  the  Quine  children  and  of  Ander¬ 
son  onl  Pinckney  Gunn,  indicating  that  theoo  two  were 
regarded  as  part  of  tho  Jacob  Quine  family,  the  first 
of  these  pages  being  heads  I,  “Jacob  Quine  Register 
of  Ages. “

On  the  second  page  of  this  record  there  apyaaro 
-Do rath  Quine  born  Sept.  2,  1013."  Tills  probably  re- 
forrod  to  “Jolly"  whoso  name  was  entered  on  a 
previous  pago  in  a  different  handwriting  aa  if  it  had 
boon  overlooked  baoauoo  of  tho  aide  coparation  of  tho 
two  pages  of  record. 


Jacob  Quins  ted  married  “Slonar*  Gunn,  widow  of  Thaa- 
aa  Gunn  of  Caswell  County,  Korth  Carolina,  whose  will 
was  probated  in  that  county  at  tho  January  tana  of  court 
in  lbCl,  naming  his  wife  “Honor, 8  fourteen  children 
and  one  scn-ln-law  as  benaf loiurias  and  disposing  of 
thirty-four  negroes.  Tile  last  two  children  named  wore 
.\nderson  Gunn,  than  two  and  a  half  years  old,  to  whwn 
ha  cava  two  negroes  Dick  and  Lydfty,  ani  “Pinkney8  Gunn 
about  nine  months  old,  to  whoa  ho  gave  one  negro  boy 
called  “Herod.*  Pram  the  fact  that  ,\niorson  and  plnok- 
nay  Gunn  only  aro  listed  with  tha  Quine  family,  it  scone 
reasonable  that  .Honor  or  Blaanor  was  a  second  or  subse¬ 
quent  wife  of  11101238  Gunn,  a  young  woman  who n  sho  mar¬ 
ried  Jacob  uulna. 


There  were  no  public  sohools  in  those  early  days,  so  tha 
guinea  ted  little  chance  for  an  education.  The  entries 
in  tho  Jacob  Quine  Bible  show  that.  This  some  Bible  was 
used  for  many  years  in  the  John  i/hitlook  family)  and  the 
births  of  hia  five  children  born  in  Tennessee  are  ontsrod 
there  in  wtet  appears  a  different  handwriting  from  that 
in  which  tho  births  of  tho  Quine  children  were  written, 
except  that  of  Katurah  or  “Eitturah8  aa  it  appears  in  the 
Bible,  which  is  ent3rod  in  the  snmo  ten!  aa  the  Huin«3. 

Tha  first  entry  in  &  different  tend,  that  of  Allen  Quine, 
hae  tho  aopenranoo  of  being  written  by  oatioone  who  ted 
recently  learned  to  writs)  arid  it  may  bo  that  “Kitty*  ent¬ 
ered  the  athor  -ulnas  as  wall  as  hor  own  children  who 
wore  lGtsr  born  in  Tennessee.  The  larger  family  Bible  of 
John  'hitleok,  used  in  Illinois,  was  printed  in  1546,  ao 
the  entries  there  must  have  boon  made  in  many  oases  long  x 
after  the  events  occurred.  Koturah's  name  appearo  as  a 
signer  of  many  deeds  of  land  In  Vermilion  County.  Illi¬ 
nois,  with  idle  nano  generally  spalled  in  that  way,  but 
all  ere  act  one  that  were  examined,  showed  that  ehe 
aignod  with  her  iaark.(X)  Cults  possibly  she  was  self- 
conscious  a  out  her  handwriting  and  preferred  making  her 
mark  anl  having  it  witnessed  rather  than  go  through  the 
ordeal  of  signing  *X  with  a  psn,  trying  to  spall  cut  her 
somewhat  difficult  name.  Too  of  tho  deeds  were  certified 
by  Thomas  hitlock,  probably  her  brother- ln»law,  and  ouch 
tinso  tho  name  was  spelled  "Koturah,*  both  in  the  signat¬ 
ure  and  in  the  certificate  of  acknowledgment.  I  found 
her  name  waa  spelled  or  misspelled  aovoral  ways  on  tho 
Illinois  records. 


Also  the  name  of  her  daughter,  “Aunt  Belly,"  appears  in 
the  Quine  Bible  spelled  “ailsnder,8  but  in  tho  rooord  of 
her  marriage  to  David  nail  at  .sanvillo,  Illinois,  it  ap¬ 
pears  as  "Bleanori  and  in  tho  record  of  her  sooond  mar¬ 
riage  to  Hilton  Cook  it  io  written  "dlenor. “The  History 
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Of  Vermilion  County,  Illinois  by  Chapman  Bros.t  Chi¬ 
cago,  I8C9,  from  an  interview  with  hor  oldest  oon 
Lewis  Allen  Raid,  soye  the  wife  of  David  Held  was 
"Eleanor,  daughter  of  John  Whitlock."  From  the  fact 
that  hor  grandmother  Quine  was  naned  “Slonor" (proba¬ 
bly  misspelled)  aa  shown  in  the  will  of  Thoaos  Gunn 
above  referred  to,  It  seems  logical  that  the  inten¬ 
tion  of  hor  mother  was  to  name  her  for  her  gran  Inothor 
and  that  tho  name  was  misspelled  in  the  Bible  entry. 

Tills  confusion  as  to  names  of  Keturah  and  her  daugh¬ 
ter  com  only  known  in  the  family  ae  Daily,  ie  empha¬ 
sized  by  tho  will  of  Henry  Quine  probated  in  Caswell 
County,  Dorth  Carolina  in  January  l8l6,  which  be¬ 
queaths  to  "Catherine  Quine  oldest  daughter  of  Jacob 
and  Dolly  Quine  hia  wife,  £!0.00  in  cash."  Since 
Keturah  was  called  Kitty  and  Kitty  is  eornetl;  os  a 
nickname  for  Catharine,  apparently  her  undo  or  who¬ 
ever  wrote  hia  will  assumed  that  her  nurse  was  Cath¬ 
arine  J  and  Keturah' 0  mother  "Sloner"  or  Slfcanor  was 
familiarly  known  as  "Dolly"  to  members  of  trio  family.

The  oompiler  of  this  record  had  long  supposed  that 
Keturah  Quine  .ifhitlock  was  of  Scotch  origin  or  de¬ 
scent.

Charao ter  Sketoh  and  Personal  Reoolleo t i ono 


It  ie  a  rare  privilege  at  tha  age  of  more  than  throa  score 
years  ond  tan,  to  be  permitted  to  write  a  character  sketch 
of  one' 8  grandfather  and  grandmother,  especially  Buoh  grand¬ 
parents  as  John  and  Keturah  Whitlock.  To  have  been  bom  in 
their  house,  tha  only  oon  of  their  thirteenth  child  who  was 
also  born  in  the  emne  dwelling,  was  a  privilege!  and  to  have 
had  the  fine  moulding  influence  of  their  wholesome  and  noble 
characters  as  a  young  child,  was  a  still  greater  privilege 
and  determinative  in  my  life. 

John  was  born  the  fourth  and  youngest  son  of  a  Baptist  minis¬ 
ter,  who  died  than  the  boy  w.ne  not  yet  six  years  of  ago.  Indus¬ 
try  and  thrift  sore  necessary  down  there  on  the  north  bank  of 
the  Holston  River  in  Grainger  County,  Tennessee,  one  of  the  now 
counties  organised  in  1796  in  that  portion  of  land  which  Morth 
Carolina  had  quitclaimed  to  tha  general  government  when  unit¬ 
ing  with  the  other  oolonies  under  the  new  constitution.  Vivo 
other  ohildren  were  left  at  the  death  of  the  father  Jano3,  two 
girls  and  three  boys,  the  oldest,  Hannah,  being  tv/enty  years 
of  ago  and  James  the  oldest  son  being  but  ten.  Uary,  the  moth¬ 
er  and  widow,  hod  three  children  by  a  former  husband  to  help 
her  plan  for  tho  family,  Anna,  illlan  and  Jaoob  Holden,  Anna 
being  twent; -eight,  illiam  tvienty- seven  and  Jaoob  Twenty-four.  • 

They  were  evidently  trained  in  self-rollanoo  and  in  all  the 
arte  that  would  help  thoia  to  keep  the  “wolf  from  the  door'' 
so  long  ss  thoso  airts  were  not  tainted  with  evil.  Schools 
were  rare  and  teachers  crude,  but  John  learned  to  read  and  to 
write  a  fairly  good  hand,  ani  must  have  learned  ilia  arithme¬ 
tic  fairly  woll.  hen  a  nan  with  his  form  paid  for  and  a 
house  which  was  outstanding  in  hiB  farming  community,  after 
bringing  up  a  large  family  with  what  education  the  community 
schools  afforded,  when  he  had  money  to  lend  to  hie  neighbors, 
he  wrote  his  own  notes  providing  for  legal  interest,  acme  of 
w  ilch  the  writer  has  soen.  They  were  concise  and  would  have 
been  held  good  in  any  court  of  law. 

Before  leaving  Tennessee  in  I83O,  toT  Vermilion  County,  Il¬ 
linois,  John’s  family  had  grown  until  thero  were  Hary,  Allen, 
Thomas,  Blender  or  Kelly,  ani  William  to  care  for.  I  can  im¬ 
agine  the  persistence  and  determination  of  grandfather  as  he 
made  long  drives  with  the  prairie  eohooner  or  "Dutch”  wagon 
day  after  day  In  the  fall  of  the  year  to  reach  Illinois  be¬ 
fore  winter  and  before  the  arrival  of  a  sixth  child.  It  would 
louk  as  if  he  had  had  tha  training  of  a  modern  railroad  man 
ir.  keeping  schedules,  for  tho  family  arrived  at  Yankee  Point 
on  the  fifteenth  day  of  November,  IB3O1  and  tho  following 
day  Uncle  Jaino3  was  born. 


John  had  heard  tho  oomraand  with  his  mental  ear,  in  view 
of  tho  responsibilities  fast  accumulating,  “Gat  t/ieo  out 
of  thy  country  .  .  .unto  tha  land  that  I  will  snow  thooj" 
and  thi're  might  have  been  added,  "And  I  will  maka  of  thee 
a  great  family."  Vor  more  than  four  hundred  and  forty 
direct  descendants  in  tho  beginning  of  tho  uixth  generation 
is  a  number  "not  to  be  sneeaed  at."  On  a  recent  trip  by  nil, 
ani  bue ,  following  the  sane  general  course  across  the  hills 
of  Kentuoky,  I  ooull  but  wonder  at  tho  stamina  of  the  man 
who  would  start  in  the  fall  of  the  year  unier  such  condition! 
across  a  wilderness  of  hills  and  Mountains  four  hundred  milei 
In  o:;tent,  with  hio  family  in  a  covered  wagon,  to  arrive  in 
a  ne->  and  practically  unbroken  wilderness  at  tha  beginning 
of  winter,  to  found  a  nan  home.  Prow  a  point  twenty  to 
thirty  miles  northeast  of  l  noxville  they  had  to  travel  north¬ 
east  up  the  Holston  liiver  valley  to  Cumberland  dap,  thence 
tlirough  the  gap  on  tho  r -uta  first  slashed  by  Daniel  Hoono 
well  into  Kentucky,  leaving  tha  original  trail  and  heading 
along  the  more  recently  followed  road  to  the  Palls  of  tha 
Ohio  at  Louisville,  through  southwestern  Indiana  to  Vlnoermef 
thon  across  the  Wabash  ani  north  to  their  deotination,  tho 
sane  trail  followed  in  tho  same  year  by  the  Lincoln  family  01 
vhoir  way  from  Indiana  to  central  Illinois. 

On  August  20,  1820  John  had  led  to  tho  altar(or  rather,  to 
a  Justice  of  the  Poqoe)the  fair  and  lovely  Keturah  ^ulne  witl 
her  beautiful  auburn  hair,  an  inheritance  no  doubt  from  her 
ancestors  in  the  British  Isles.  She  then  lacked  three  days  - 
being  eighteen  years  old.  They  must  havo  appeared  a  pronlsli 
couple  as  they  wont  away  man  and  wife  to  face  tha  world,  witl 
all  tho  sxtufcerance  and  vivacity  of  thoir  bubbling  youth.  S' 
thay  wore  not  weaklings  but  parfeot  physical  specimens,  no 
doubt. 

•Kitty,"  or  "Kit1*  as  ho  commonly  called  hor,  small  in  sire  a: 
ana  was,  never  quailed  bo  fora  any  taak|  and  it  was  not  till 
thay  had  spent  fifty-six  years  of  what  I  am  sure  was  a  happy 
married  life  in  which  they  felt  thay  had  many  rewards,  forty- 
six  years  of  which  was  spent  in  pioneering  and  developing  tin 
community  in  Vonailion  County,  Illinois,  and  she  had  bomo  f 
teen  children,  to  everyone  of  aX  whoa  she  was  a  loving  “hone* 
so  long  as  she  lived,  that  she  was  at  last  oonpelled  to  lay 
down  her  burden  and  go  to  her  roifard.  John  survived  her  elc 
yearsf  and  the  weight  of  the  loss  ho  had  sustained  when  "Kit 
went  away  was  continually  present  with  him  till  ho  wont  to 
Join  her. 

billiam  Golden,  John's  older  half-brother,  had  been  married 
IO03,  a  year  ar.d  a  half  before  tha  death  of  hio  mother’a  00c- 
husbond,  Janos  ..hitlock.  .kill lam  had  migrated  to  Vermilion 
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County.  Illinois,  in  1824  with  tils  wife  and  a  family  of  aev- 
on  children.  In  i:ay  1826  ha  wrote  to  hia  mother  nr.i  his  half- 
brother  James  »hi tloclc,  John’s  oldest  living  brother,  "I 
think  I  had  my  health  Better  sense  I  Cams  here  than  I  have 
for  soveral  yearei  but  it  may  Bee  I  fool  better  because  I  am 
bo  well  satesfyod  with  our  move."  Further  on  ho  said, "I  havo 
porch&oed  798  acres  of  land  680  all  Joining  where  I  live  and 
118  acres  on  big  vemiilion  s/ith  a  good  mill  oeot  on  it  which 
ia  valuable  now  I  Can  settle  all  my  Children  as  vj*11  as  I 
was  settled  in  Tennessee  as  to  land." 

From  the  size  of  his  growing  family,  John  probably  felt  that 
this  was  the  place  for  him  because  it  offered  a  chance  to  pro¬ 
vide  for  those  ha  was  helping  to  bring  into  the  world  and  to 
whom  ha  owed  an  much  or  more  than  he  received.  Tula  was  his 
attitude  toward  hie  children  all  through  Ufa,  Perhaps  moot 
of  you  of  the  generations  since  have  seen  something  of  the 
so.  o  attitude  in  your  own  parents,  a  desire  to  be  parents 
rathor  than  pensioners.  A  year  before  he  sot  out  for  Illinois, 
John  and  his  brother  Thomas  who  preceded  him,  hoi  sold  214 
acres  of  land  on  the  north  side  of  tho  Holston  iUver  in  Grain- 
ear  County,  to  one  James  i'llson,  for  51200.00  acoording  to  tha 
deed.  There  was  no  reference  to  thoir  father  Jamoo  in  tha 
dead,  but  it  ia  assumed  that  it  was  a  part  of  his  estate.  Higjjt 
yearo  later  their  brother  James  sold  128  acreo  "on  the  north 
eile  of  Holston  Fiver"  to  James  Wilson  for  ^7^0.00. 

bine  months  after  his  arrival  at  Yankee  Point  John  bought  of 
hio  half-brother  William  Golden  eighty  acres  for  3100. CO  and 
of  Gillian's  son  Jacob  four  acres  for  $20.00,  lying  Just  north¬ 
east  of  tho  present  village  of  liumriclc,  Illinois,  no  per 
deads  of  August  20,  IO3I.  But  this  land  was  too  flat  and  wet 
for  one  brought  up  in  tho  hills  along  the  .holston,  and  there 
was  lack  of  timber  for  firewood,  rails  for  fencing  and  lum¬ 
ber  to  build  a  residence  ouch  ao  ho  had  in  mind.  In  June 
1833  he  filed  for  record  a  deed  dated  February  5»  1833,  from 
Daniel  Prigmore,  oonvoylng  to  him  for  the  sum  of  $600.00  t'so 
hundred  forty  acres  of  land  on  tho  opposite  aide  of  the  Lit¬ 
tle  Vermillion  Kiver,  whero  he  latar  built  one  of  the  most 
pretentious  farm  homes  in  that  region  anl  where  hie  family 
grew  to  maturity.  In  that  house  tha  compiler  of  this  record 
was  born  and  lived  for  a  time  with  hia  parents  and  gmndpar- 
ente.  By  father  Jacob  Hadison  ./liltlock  was  bora  there  and 
there  ho  lived  as  the  youngest  son  of  the  family  until  after 
his  marriage.  As  tha  youngest  son  he  probably  was  shown  a 
little  deference  among  tho  children,  poooibly  protected  just 
a  little  bit  too  much,  though  not  particularly  rugged,  and 
resembling  hio  little  delicate  looking  mother  in  many  ways. 

In  this  new  location  grandfather  set  up  a  owwaill,  whioh  was 
a  till  operating  occasionally  up  to  about  the  boginning  of 
my  recollection,  a  Bturdy  type  of  structure  with  enormous 
poets  and  sills  from  the  magnificent  oak  timber  that  domi¬ 


nated  muoh  of  tho  land.  Hero  hs  sawod  tha  lumber  for 
hio  hona,  a  two  story  old  southern  type  house  with  Just 
two  large  rooms  above,  ono  of  then  large  enough  for  four 
Lodo.  Downstairs  there  wae  a  combined  kltohon  an  I  dining  a 
rocm  on  the  Hast  with  a  large  Bitting  Toon  in  the  middle 
and  tco  email  bedrooms  on  tho  We  a  ^Grandfather  porsonally 
made  Die  panaled  doors,  put  together  with  wooden  pina, 
which  never  nagged  or  opened  in  the  Joints  aa  long  as  I 
knew  them.  There  ware  alatted  shutters  on  tho  windows, 
which  I  hava  fcaen  told  he  made.  And  tho  doors  and  shut¬ 
ters  boro  no  sign  of  amateur  workmanship.  Ihe  houao  was 
naver  painted  so  that  after  many  years  nail  holes  in  the 
fcentharboariing  beoano  large  enough  to  let  the  heads  of  tho 
naile  through,  and  tha  weatherboard a  some times  rattled 
in  the  wintry  wind  while  it  roared  up  the  great  chimney. 

The  farm  was  largely  fonoed  with  black  walnut  mils. 

Tha  houoo  was  celled  throughout  with  poplar,  the  outside 
being  covered  with  poplar  ■seatherboarding.  overhead  in  the 
lower  rooms  eero  large  beaded  ceiling  befcas,  while  the 
floors  wore  of  white  ash,  kept  scoured  to  a  fitting  whito- 
neao.  Tho  walls  and  ceilings  Joinotaira  were  ’whitewashed, 
the  forks  of  wood  just  above  the  sitting  room  door  holding 
tho  handy  old  rifle  for  many  years,  in  easy  roach  In  the 
early  days  in  case  of  tho  sudden  appoarance  of  unfriendly 
Indians,  or  if  a  deer  or  wild  turkey  came  too  close  for 
its  own  good.  A  largo  part  of  Indiana  and  Illinois  was 
still  Indian  country  In  1830.  A  pair  of  antlers  all 
bleached  white  hung  on  the  garden  fence  up  to  about  1885. 

:.’y  father  used  to  tell  with  some  pride,  of  the  time  he  was 
attacked  by  a  buck  deer  that  had  coma  up  from  the  woods 
pasture  with  tha  cows  in  the  evening,  from  which  ho  aaa 
oavod  by  grandfather  Just  in  the  nick  of  tine  as  the  tuck 
wao  trying  to  stamp  him  with  its  hoofs. 

John  also  set  up  a  blacksmith  shop  besido  the  "Old  Halt 
°rks"  road,  a  main  thoroughfare  through  the  farm,  where 
ha  shod  horsee  and  oxen  for  others  who,  ae  hs  had  done, 
were  seeking  a  promised  land.  He  was  also  a  shoemaker, 
and  during  the  dull  hours  of  tho  night  whan  ha  otherwise 
v. 0 uld  have  bean  doing  nothing  but  sleep,  ha  worked  on  his 
shoe  bench,  making  tha  shoos  for  the  family  and  keeping 
them  in  ropair.  I  wall  ranstibor  his  bench  and  complete 
outfit  of  lasta  and  tools.  He  added  to  his  income,  too, 
by  occasional  shoe  repairs  for  the  neighbors.  Ae  a 
blacksmith  he  was  also  somewhat  of  a  gunsmith,  clumping 
the  guns  of  those  days  from  tho  old  flintlock  to  the 
later  gunloek  that  fired  a  percussion  cap.  dh-  re  was 
a  box  of  old  flintlocks  on  a  shelf  on  the  front  porch  to 
show  for  hio  work. 

Whon  tha  burning  fevers  of  that  malarial  seotion  become 
unbearable  to  hia  nalghbors,  John  relievod  them  by  bleed¬ 
ing  with  his  trusty  lancet,  two  or  throe  of  wuich  I  remem¬ 
ber  8e**nc  among  the  old  flintlooke. 
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l.oturah  was  versed  In  all  the  wild  plants  and  herbs  that 
„\aro  "good  for  what  ailed  you,"  and  winter  never  cane  on 
without  an  abundant  supply  of  snakeroot,  pennyroyal,  cal- 
arr.ua  root  to  make  tea  for  coliclry  babloe  and  many  others, 
all  properly  cashed  and  dried  and  tied  in  bundles,  hanging 
on  nails  in  the  big  porch.  Phan  a  no»»  member  was  to  to 
ushered  into  one  of  tha  log  cabins  scattered  about  the 
woods  around,  she  commonly  served  as  the  midwife  for  those 
unable  to  have  a  doctor  or  v.hon  there  was  not  tine  enough 
to  ride  several  t.lleo  to  town  to  got  one.  In  hor  later 
years  if  you  wanted  to  know  the  age  of  any  young  man  or 
.Oman  in  tho  neighborhood,  she  could  uounlly  give  the  ex¬ 
act  date  from  memory. 

drandnathor  was  otherwise  fully  equipped  to  take  care  of  her 
part  of  the  team's  work.  first  of  all,  she  w«s  a  Good 
cookj  and  ny  mother  till  her  death  frequently  referred  to  the 
things  grandmother  had  taught  her  whon  aho  coma  into  tho 
family  as  a  brtde,  about  cooking,  aha  wao  not  only  versed 
in  medicinal  herbs  tuat  grew  in  tho  woods,  but  oho  knew  what 
sort  of  bark  to  uoo  for  producing  the  various  colora  in  dye¬ 
ing  carpet  chain  and  doth.  She  could  make  candles,  dye, 
wash,  card  and  sain  wool  and  weave  euch  cloths  no  wore  need¬ 
ed  for  the  family  clothing  not  only  from  wool  but  from  flax. 
Then  she  knew  how  to  make  tho  plain  clothes  they  wore.  In 
tha  evening  sha  **oul4  oit  by  the  big  firoplace*  knitting 
a  to  .‘king a  ant  xalttono  by  the  light  of  tho  firo  in  tha  sit* 
tin#  room.  Thera  wae  another  fireplace  on  tho  opposite  elae 
of  tha  wall,  in  ttho  kitchen,  where  the  cooking  had  boon 
dono  before  tho  coming  of  the  little  iron  cookotovo,  with 
cranes  and  hangers  net  in  tho  brick  sides  anl  back  of  tiie 
fireplace,  on  which  note  and  kettles  could  be  swung  over 
the  fire.  Then  thore  was  the  heavy  cast  iron  skillet  or 
oven  with  a  heavy  lid,  in  which  the' light  cornbroad, •sxaxX 
xxtxKXJadQxx^^  ™a8  baked  on  a  bed  of  coals 

at  one  side  of  the  fireplace,  cornbread  sweet  and  cruBty 
and  fit  for  a  king,  not  tho  ordinary  oorn  pone.  The  bak¬ 
ing  of  wheat  bread  wan  done  outside  tho  house  in  a  brick 
oven  until  tha  cookatovo  cono  in. 

The  t*o  spinning  whools,  a  high  one  for  wool  and  a  low  one 
for  flax  ware  in  common  use  till  about  1070.  The  flax 
wheel  remained  in  tho  old  hone  till  late  in  the  eighties, 
when  a  forgetful  neighbor  borrowod  it  for  a  long  tine  and 
could  not  remember  what  had  become  of  it  when  inquiry  was 
made.  The  earls  for  carding  wo.:l  and  cotton,  tho  candle 
moulds  and  other  utensils  of  pioneer  dayo,  disappeared  one 
by  one,  along  with  grandfather's  long-barreled  rifle  with  its 
beautiful  burl  maple  stock  whioh  had  been  broken  by  some¬ 
one.  and  which  I  strongly  coveted  and  tried  to  locate. 

One  of  the  most  raotful  scenes  of  ry  recollection  is  that 
of  a  quiet  summer  afternoon,  in  tho  big  sitting  room,  with 


grandmother  and  some  of  the"girla,"  daughters  and  grand¬ 
daughters,  sitting  or  standing  at  tho  spinning  wheels  or 
sitting  about  the  quilting  frames,  after  the  dinner  -<ork  »;i 3 
dona,  making  something  that  would  aid  to  the  comfort  of 
some  of  the  members  of  the  family.  In  the  summer  evening 
whan  the  supper  work  was  done,  grandmother  would  move  the 
big  rocking-chair  out  on  the  long  front  porch,  frequent¬ 
ly  taking  me  on  her  lap  and  singing  sorao  of  the  aonge  learned 
in  hor  girlhood  home  in  North  Carolina  or  in  Tennessee J  for 
she  had  had  little  chance  to  loarn  new  songs  in  the  "proalood 
land."  3he  was  a  charter  member  of  tho  Liberty  church  organ¬ 
ized  near  by  in  1042  by  Heverond  James  Ashmore,  and  \unt  .Polly 
Baldwin  was  an  early  member.  Ono  of  hor  songs  early  became  a 
favorite  of  nine.  Ghe  aangi  "Heaven  already  has  begun,  perse¬ 
vere  on  and  labor f“  and  1  used  to  sit  in  that  same  wide-seated 
hand-made  rocking-chair  with  feet  sticking  straight  out  and 
sing i  "heaven  already  hao  begun,  ;  ercy  bo  on  the  neighbors." 

I  veil  romember  the  time  ny  mother  heard  ne  anl  interrupted 
to  put  ne  straight. 

As  parents  they  felt  toe  seriouoneos  of  their  task  and  their 
duty  to  their  children,  the  hone  being  r*  model  of  cleanliness, 
n9atnoe3  and  orderly  behavior.  Profanity,  slang  and  vulgar¬ 
ity  had  no  place  in  that  home.  Grandfather  had  a  native  wit 
that  was  always  present  and  must  have  oervod  ell  to  help  him 
bear  the  loads  he  eoiaetinee  carried.  Ho  saw  the  humorous  side 
of  everything. 

Tho  home  was  a  community  cantor  for  the  Liberty  Neighborhood, 
as  it  bocams  known  after  the  founding  of  tho  Liberty  Church, 
a  Cumberland  Presbyterian  churoh,  first  of  logs  and  about 
1870  a  frame  building.  Three  eons  became  ministers  of  too 
Cumberland  Presbyterian  denomination,  and  their  father's  home 
was  always  open  to  any  traveling  minister,  including  “Higger 
Ottbe"  as  he  wao  commonly  known,  who  usod  to  cone  along  now  and 
then  and  preach  at  tha  looal  churoh.  I  romembor  examining  my 
hand  very  carefully  to  eee  if  any  black  liad  rubbed  off  whon  ho 
Bhook  hands  with  me  on  one  of  his  visits.  He  was  very  tall 
and  dignified  in  his  "plug"  hat  and  .'Tinea  Albert  coat. 

An  atmosphere  of  religion  always  prevailed  in  tho  hone. 
Grandmother's  songo  were  religious  songs.  Grandfather  was  a 
man  who  thought  things  through,  and  evidently  had  not  boon 
wholly  converted  to  tho  old  time  Laptlst  faith  of  his  father 
Janes.  After  his  children  hal  allied  tneiaoolveo  with  the  Cum¬ 
berland  Presbyterian  Church,  he  also  became  a  member.  But 
iiic  lif$  had  boon  one  of  Christian  example  and  influence. 

"Uncle  Jinny*  Ashmore,  who  inatltuted  Libor ty  Church,  came 
from  Grainger  County,  Tennessee,  the  old  hitlock  hone. 

As  to  politics,  John  Whitlock  was  alwayB  interested  in  the 
political  movements,  and  wao  a  faithful  citizen  when  it  carve 
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to  voting,  during  the  civil  Jar  he  and  hie  family  sere 
loyal  to  the  Government  like  most  of  tho  eastern  Tennessee 
popple.  So  much  could  not  be  said  for  another  branch  of 
the  family,  causing  a  cleavage  that  hao  never  yet  been 
entirely  healed,  Hia  last  vote  was  cast  for  James  G. 
Blainaein  1BL4,  it  being  necessary  thon  to  fix  a  bed  in 
a  wagon  to  haul  him  to  tho  polla  bocauae  ha  was  unable 
to  walk  due  to  injuries.  Hie  firot  vote  in  1020  was  for 
licnroe  and  probably  tho  next  was  cast  for  John  ^ulncy  Ad¬ 
ams  four  yearo  later,  as  tha  family  through  hie  mo ther 
olaimed  relationship  to  the  Adams  family.  He  early  be¬ 
come  a  Jhig,  and  after  John  ;j.  Adams,  Honry  Clay  became 
his  idol  according  to  hia  own  statement  to  tho  writer.  In 
lo^o  ho  votod  for  John  e.  Fremont  as  leader  of  tho  new 
republican  rarty,  to  which  he  remained  loyal  to  ills 
death. 


born  in  eae torsi  Tennessee,  and  being  a  young  man  during 
Andrew  Jackson’ e  active  years,  ho  lovdd  to  tell  stories 
of  Jackson's  young  manhood.  When  I  last  visited  him, 
though  ho  viae  very  deaf  and  badly  crippled  from  falls, 
ho  entertained  me  with  storieB  of  Jackson's  escapades, 
particularly  ono  in  which  Jackson  took  refuge  in  a  barn 
loft  and  hid  in  the  hay  to  avoid  getting  caught,  over 
which  grandfather  laughed  heartily. 

I'y  mother  related  that  whan  she  first  became  a  member  of 
the  family,  it  was  the  custom  to  have  a  jug  of  whiskey 
in  the  harvest  field!  but  that  practico  was  soon  dropped, 
before  I  can  renembor.  So  liquor  drinking  wao  tolerated 
except  for  medicinal  purposes  nor  was  there  ever  expressed 
any  sentiment  favoring  liquor  in  tho  home  as  a  baverago 
or  for  that  purpose  elsewhere  after  I  was  old  enough  to 
observe  tho  gist  of  conversation.  They  brought  with  then 
to  the  Illinois  home  the  customs  of  the  country  from  which 
they  hod  cone. 

Grandfather  raised  tobacco  until  hlB  late  years,  prepared 
hi3  ojvn  "twist"  of  straight  tobacco  leaf  for  smoking  and 
rigged  up  a  pross  in  which  he  pressed  his  own  plug  tobao- 
00,  into  which  ho  mixed  enough  licorice  and  nolaeses  to 
suit  his  personal  taste.  His  plug  was  almost  black,  and 
tho  pressure  made  it  as  solid  as  that  of  the  big  manufact¬ 
urers.  Uo  cuspidors  were  ever  used  about  the  piece,  tho 
big  fireplace  making  them  unnecessary!  but  neither  wore 
tobacco  stains  visible  on  the  hearth  except  after  tho 
visit  of  some  expectorative  neighbor. 

Honesty,  Induatry,  frugality  and  oharaoter  constituted 
the  family  code  of  action.  inter  evenings  were  employed 
by  the  women  folks  in  spinning,  knitting  and  sowing  by  the 
light  of  the  big  fireplace  in  my  early  days.  There  was  a 
small  kerosene  lamp  at  that  time  which  was  occasionally 
lighted  for  some  particular  work  that  had  to  be  done  at

the  table,  away  from  the  fireplaoei  but  it  was  regarded  as 
too  dangerous  for  coraiaon  use. 

Hardy  H .  i'hltlock  of  jatroit  says  that  lie  considers  grand¬ 
father  John  jhltlock  ono  of  tho  most  versatile  men  he  has 
ever  known,  and  he  has  known  many  in  important  positions. 

lary  Kllssa  Pauley  of  Drbana,  Illinois,  reminds  me  of  a 
story  of  great  grandmother  vary  Alams  Golden  Jhltlock 
which  was  frequently  a  cause  of  merriment  in  tho  family, 
to  the  offset  that  when  the  family  migrated  from  Virginia 
to  Tonnouseo,  oho  carried  a  bottle  of  wine  all  tha  -ay  in 
the  pookot  of  her  riding  skirt.  3he  probably  felt  that  it 
would  bo  unsafe  from  a  health  standpoint,  not  to  be  provided 
with  some  form  of  alcoholic  stimulant  for  "fever  ’n  ager" 
were  rampant  everywhere,  ,'llza  says  nho  ranscibors  being 
sent  by  her  mother.  Aunt  Kelly,  to  stay  over  night  with 
hor  grandparents  and  sitting  by  tha  big  open  firaplaoe 
while  grandmother  knitted  and  the  wintry  winds  roared  and 
v-oathar-boarding  and  shutters  rattled  outside. 

John  and  Keturah  made  but  one  visit  to  their  old  homo  in 
Tennessee,  and  that  was  in  tho  fall  of  i860,  when  they  took 
their  two  youngest  living  children,  Jacob  and  Louisa,  in  a 
covered  wagon  and  retraced  the  path  of  their  former  Journey. 

Vy  fath  r  always  enjoyed  living  over  again  the  ox-ierienoea 
of  that  trip,  the  ono  longest  one  of  his  life.  Tho  civil  Jar 
was  browing,  and  tho  rumblings  in  tho  distance  that  foretold 
0.  that  conflict,  may  aavo  besn  tha  cause  of  their  making 
the  Journey  Juat  then.  .Thilo  aaatorn  Tennessee  mao  loyal 
territory,  some  of  the  southern  relatives  were  impressed  into 
the  Confederate  Army,  one  of  than  being  a  military  prisoner 
at  Springfield,  Illinois  and  having  bean  visited  there  by 
my  father.  Being  exchanged  sometime  later,  he  dropped  from 
a  train  near  Ridge  yarns,  Illinois,  cosao  to  grandfather’s  homo 
and  remained  there  till  the  war  was  over. 

It  wao  from  such  a  horns  thdtt  there  wont  out  ten  men  and 
women  to  homes  of  their  own,  founding  families  that  have  in¬ 
creased  to  non  than  four  hundred  fifty  direct  desoor.daats, 
scattered  from  India  to  Hew  York  and  from  Saskatchewan  to 
Venezuela,  few  of  them  having  failed  to  live  upright  lives 
aooording  to  the  model  sot  by  the  grandparents  John  and 
Keturah. 

Certain  genealogical  records  havo  the  atateiaenti  "The  -.?hit- 
locks  were  noted  for  their  carelessness,  personal  bravery 
and  unlimited  hospitality."  This  was  noil  illuatratsd  as  to 
personal  bravery  and  unlimited  hospitality,  in  the  lives  of 
our  grandparents.  Possibly  it  was  tho  demure  little  Keturah 
v\ho  erased  tha  characteristic  of  carelessness  from  the  family, 
for  oho  wao  neatness  and  order  itself  in  everything.  Hospital¬ 
ity  always  reigned  in  ths  hosao.  Possibly  that  in  a  measure 
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accounts  for  tho  fact  that  few  of  their  doacendants  of 
the  name  of  .hltlock  have  been  persons  of  means.

Hardy  H.  Whitlock  was  twice  elected  Sheriff  of  Vermilion  County,  Ill»3.,  and  aa  a 
conaeo.uonco  became  for  a  time  n  National  figure  with  hundreds  of  newspaper  and 
magazine  articles  being  printed  with  reference  to  his  repelling  a  mob  at  Danville 
in  defense  of  &  prisoner  whom  they  sought  to  lynch.  Such  a  lynching  had  occurred 
thore  under  his  predecessor,  and  when  a  mob  sought  to  repeat  the  act  after  Hardy 
became  eheriff,  he  gave  than  aiapla  warning  that  iio  must  do  hie  duty  fcn  defonee  of 
the  prieonsr.  Apparently  they  misjudged  hia  uoual  good  nature  for  weakness  and 
failed  to  hsed  hie  repeated  warning.  His  Wife  was  equally  brave  and  refused  to 
leave  his  side,  requiting  in  serious  consequences  to  her  later.  By  the  use  of  a 
sawed-off  shotgun  the  mob  was  repelled,  doctors  spending  the  night  removing  ohot 
from  their  lirab3  and  bodlee.  La  tor  many  were  sent  to  tho  penitentiary .  Governor 
Yatoe  on  Auguot  6,  1903,  wrot3  him  a  long  letter  of  recognition  of  hia  dovotion 
and  bravery,  from  which  tho  following  is  quo  tods 

“I  deeu  it  say  duty  to  make  in  addition  to  tho  above,  the  statem3nt  that,  in 
behalf  of  the  poople  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  I  thank  you  for  the  oi>urage  ani 
thorouglmeso  with  which  you  performed  your  duty  in  defending  prisoners  in  your 
custody,  from  a  mob  which  had  lynched  one  man  and  was  seeking  to  lynejh  your  pris¬ 
oners.  When  you  defended,  by  force,  and  by  adequate  foroe,  as  you  did,  the  county 
Jail  of  your  county,  and  tho  prisoners  confined  therein,  you  gave  the<  full  measure  of 
bravery  and  dovotion.  I  hope  and  believe,  together  with  all  the  good  citizens, 
that  your  bravery  and  dovotion  will  inspire,  for  years  to  come,  like  bravery  and 
dovotion  in  other  officers,  under  similar  olrcum9tances.  I  feel  that;  your  conduct 
cannot  bew  too  highly  praised,  or  too  well  rewarded.  I  regret  that  1.  havo  not 
within  my  power  some  other  means  than  this  by  'which  I  can  tender  you  a  suitable 
exoreesion  of,  not  only  my  personal  appreciation,  but  the  heartfelt  satisfaction  which  your 
dovotion  to  duty  has  given  to  the  undivided  people  of  this  great  state.

Jacob  Madison  Jhltlock,  youngest  eon  of  John  and  Koturah,  was  very  much  llko  hla  mother, 
rather  too  timid,  with  a  natural  muoioal  trend.  Min  boyhood  ambition  was  to  play  the 
violin,  in  which  he  was  disoouraged  becauoe  the  current  opinion  was,  that  the  "Devil  was 
in  the  fiddle,"  since  it  was  used  in  the  rural  diotricts  only  at  the  wild  woodland  donees 
where  there  was  commonly  plenty  of  drinking  and  rowdy  conduct,  had  ho  ever  heard  a  fine 
symphony  orchestra,  ho  raight  not  bo  easily  havo  bean  turned  away  from  hie  great  longing. 

All  through  hia  life,  he  referred  to  hie  boyhood  disappointment.  He  had.  an  excellent  nat¬ 
ural  tonor  voice,  learned  at  local  singing  schools  to  rend  music  with  remarkable  ability,  and  later, 
in  the  winter  season,  conducted  singing  schools  at  local  schoolhouses  and  churchoa,  Liberty,  uc- 
Kondree  and  Yankee  Point.  Later  he  was  a  harness  maker  with  Unole  Tom  at  Homer,  working  for  a 
Mr.  Sharp,  and  in  his  later  life  worked  as  a  painter.  Ho  was  small  and  appeared  frail  but  had 
inherited  much  of  the  physical  stamina  and  endurance  of  his  ancestors.  Ho  uoually  woiglicd  100 
to  110  pounds. 

Martha  came  from  Ohio  sb  a  young  girl,  to  live  with  her  older  sister  Margaret  Brown  at  Eugene, 
Indiana,  where  she  was  kept  busy  v/lth  the  housework  and  tending  tho  babies.  Her  father  and 
three  brothers  were  soldiers  in  the  lihion  Army  during  the  Civil  VShr,  the  father  being  buried 
at  the  U.  3.  Soldier’s  Homo  at  Dayton,  and  a  brother  Jolm  is.  having  died  in  service  after  the 
war  was  over  in  1865  and  being  burled  at  Camp  Dennison,  Chio,  a  fact  recently  obtained  from 
the  “Sar  Department.  She  and  the  brothers  never  learned  what  became  of  him.  Her  mother  died, 
leaving  her  still  a  young  girl.  All  those  experiences  lont  a  sadness  to  her  life,  though  she 
was  a  chaorful  mother  generally,  with  a  wonderful  natural  business  ability,  which  was  noadol 
in  the  home  She  did  the  planning  and  saw  that  t!ia  children  had  the  best  education  available  and 
were  fitted  to  take  care  of  themselves .
